NEW LAW AIMS TO 
PROTECT STREETS 



Permits Required to Store 

Building Material on 

Highway. 



NEW TRUCK PURCHASED 



The passage of a bill to restrain 
residents and contractors from the 
promiscuous use of the public high- 
ways as storage places for building 
materials featured Monday's meet- 
ing of Borough Council. 

The ordinance, which was im- 
mediately signed by the Burgess, re- 
quires a permit to open a street, 
store materials on it, or obstruct it 
in any way. It was passed to sup- 
ply a method whereby a check can 
be kept on highway obstructions of 
all kinds. 

The provisions of the ordinance 
state that the charge for a permit 
to deposit materials on the street 
will be $i per day or fraction, with 
a 30-day limit for any one permit. 
To open a street the fee is $9 for 
every square yard or fraction 
opened. 

It is provided that in depositing 
materials a permit is to be issued 
only if it is shown that there is no 
place available on the abutting prop- 
erty. If the permit is granted, not 
more than one-third of the width of 
the highway may be occupied, and 
a free space must be left for the 
passage of water in the gutter. A 
four-foot unobstructed foot walk 
must also be provided for. 

The ordinance is directed to a 
considerable extent against con- 
tractors who obstruct streets for an 
indefinite time with large piles of 
materials, to the annoyance of 
other citizens. Recent serious of- 
fenses which precipitated the ordi- 
nance were recorded against the 
contractors for the new Presbyteri- 
an 'Church, St. Margaret'* Parochi- 
al School and the business buildings 
at the northwest corner of Haver- 
ford and Narberth avenues. In 
each of these cases a large amount 
of material was stored in the street 
for a long period. In several recent 
operations, auto traffic could barely 
squeeze by the truckloads of materi- 
als piled across the road. 

The annual audit was received 
and discussed at some length. Plans 
were taken up for the installation 
of an improved bookkeeping sys- 
tem for the Borough, despite the ac- 
curacy of Mr. Dold's books. A 
plan may be worked out by the au- 
ditors in conference with Mr. Dold. 
The death of one auditor and the 
resignation of another resulted in 
the appearance of two new names 
among the three signed to the docu- 
ment. The new auditors are Isaac 
McHose and Andrew Greene. 

A letter was read from tax col- 
lector, Mrs. Abbie N. Viven, in 
which she announced that leins had 
been placed against 13 properties 
for unpaid 1926 taxes, and that 
warrants were being served on 
other delinquents.

The recently formed Mothers' 
Council met last Monday evening in 
the school auditorium to complete 
its organization by adopting con- 
stitution and by-laws. This Council, 
under the direction of Mrs. R. G. 
Vungst, as chairman of Education 
of the Women's Community Club, 
had grown in four months to a 
membership of about 150 women, 
and in order to expand in the id- 
rection of its specialized activities 
felt the need of becoming an inde- 
pendent organization, 

At the meeting on Monday eve- 
ning at which Mrs. Aungst pre- 
sided., Mrs. L. C.^uglass, presi- 
dent of the Women's Community 
Club, reviewed in a very gracious 
manner the history of the Mothers' 
Council up to that time and ex- 
pressed her wishes and those of the 
Women's Club, who had sponsored 
the new organization, that it might 
go far in the work for which it was 
formed. 

The chairman of the nominating 
committee, Mrs. L. U. Bergeron, 
submitted a slate of officers which 
was unanimously elected : for presi- 
dent, Mrs. R. C. Aungst; for first 
vice president, Mrs. C. W. Bates; 
for second vice president, Mrs. 
Alary L. Hoover; for secretary, 
Mrs. Harrison M. Berry; for treas- 
urer, Mrs. J. T. Perry. 

Another important decision, 
namely to join the State and Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, was made after Mrs. 
G. S. Wertsner, a member of the 
Executive Board of the State or- 
ganization, had given in a very 
comprehensive manner the history 
of the organization and had sum- 
med up the advantages of an affili- 
ation with it. 

The third important step was the 
adoption of constitution and by- 
laws, as submitted by Mrs. Robert 
Graham. According to the by-laws 
any woman interested in children 
and their education may become a 
member of the Mothers' Council on 
payment of the very nominal dues. 
The three speakers of the evening 
were Mrs. Wertsner, as already 
mentioned, Miss Mary L. Holmes, 
assistant principal of the German- 
town High School, who charmed 
her hearers by the way in which she 
outlined the responsibilities and ad- 
vantages of a Mothers' Council 
from the viewpoint of the school, 
and Mr. George H. Wilson, prin- 
cipal of the local school, who sug- 
gested two very definite points in 
which the new organization could 
be of assistance, first by encourag- 
ing the mothers to visit the school, 
and secondly by adopting some defi- 
nite policy controlling the outside 
activities of the school children. 

Refreshments were served by the 
hospitality committee, and a genial 
and fine spirit seemed to pervade 
the entire group.

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday afternoon for Captain 
James I. Donaghy, of Ardmore, 
who died at 10.30 o'clock Satur- 
day night after an illness of more 
than a year. He had been head 
of the Lower Merion police de- 
partment from 1910 up to last 
September, when failing health 
compelled him to relinquish his 
more active duties. 

Hundreds attended the funeral, 
which was held from the residence 
at 143 Cricket avenue, Ardmore. 
Political leaders of the township, 
high police officials from neigh- 
boring township districts and 
from Philadelphia were among the 
scores of friends who were there 
to pay final tribute to the man 
who was regarded as one of the 
capable police officials in this part 
of the country. 

Four fellow officers of Captain 
Donaghy, Lieutenants Mullin and 
Miller, and Sergeants King, 
Wentz, Vanderver and Wilson 
acted as pall bearers at the funeral. 
An escort of honor was also pro- 
vided by the policemen of the 
Lower Merion force. This last 
arrangement was possible through 
the courtesy of the Haverford and 
Radnor townships police depart- 
ments. They sent men into the 
Bryn Mawr and Ardmore districts 
to cover beats in order that the 
men in these districts might be re- 
leased to pay tribute to their de- 
parted chief. 

The final services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Edmund Grindal 
Rawson, of the Ardmore Presby- 
terian Church. Interment was in 
Mt. Moriah Cemetery.* 

Captain Donaghy was in his 
75th year and was the husband 
of the late Sarah R. Donaghy, nee 
Kakel. He is survived by two 
daughters, Miss Regina and Miss 
Edna Donaghy r who resided with 
hihi ''in-' Afuniofe and "*6y 'three 
sons, Harry, of Conshohocken 
road, Cynwyd ; Irwin, of Ardmore, 
and Philip Donaghy, of Philadel- 
phia. 

Captain Donaghy came to Low- 
er Merion in 1910 after serving 3< 
years as an officer and a detective 
in the Philadelphia police depart- 
ment. He remained in active 
charge as chief of the Lower Mer- 
ion force until about two years 
ago, when he was taken ill and 
given a leave of absence. During 
this time Lieutenant Mullin was 
active head of the department. 

Last September when it became 
known that Captain Donaghy 
would not recover fully from his

A concert of varied character, 
sustained interest and unquestioned 
proficiency was offered Sunday in 
the Ardmore Theater by the Main 
Line orchestra in its third program 
of the present season. Local music 
lovers who attended realized that 
they were no longer listening to a 
group of untrained amateurs. 

Sixty-five instruments, with Ail- 
sa Craig MacColl as piano soloist, 
played together with a sureness 
which told of long practice, and re- 
sponded easily to the baton of 
Adolph Vogel in the performance 
of several technically difficult num- 
bers. 

The outstanding part of the pro- 
gram was the Adagio Lamentoso 
movement of Tschaikowsky's fam- 
ous Symphony Pathetique.

CONTINUE ROAD WORK 



Montgomery county's tax rate 
for 1927 will remain at three mills. 
This announcement was made at a 
meeting held Friday afternoon by 
Commissioners Stout, Crawford 
and Keelor. 

Speaking for the board, Presi- 
dent Stout stated the Commission- 
ers had succeeded in taking care of 
all necessary improvements for the 
year, without being obliged to raise 
the tax rate. 

In the budget are several big 
bridges, including the Green Lane 
and Black Rock spans over the 
Schuylkill. With the completion of 
these spans, the counties' worries 
about bridges will be over for all 
the spans from Manayunk to Roy- 
ersford are durable structures. 

Funds have also been provided 
for carrying on of the road pro- 
gram. The Commissioners early 
in the year agreed any lapse in road 
construction would be a costly 
proposition to the county in later 
years. 



Maryland Mansion of Former Bur- 
gess Burns Down. 

"Bonfield," the home of former 
Burgess and Mrs. Carroll Downes 
at Oxford, Maryland, was de- 
stroyed by fire last Saturday. 

The residence, a large mansion, 
was built in 1773. In it were many 
valuable American antiques, which 
were consumed by the names. 

Mr. and Mrs. Downes purchased 
the mansion several years ago, oc- 
cupying their home at 315 Wood- 
side avenue during the winter 
months. Later they took up their 
permanent residence in Maryland 
and sold the Narberth property to 
George B. Suplee. 

The Downes home was located 
but a few miles from "Snug Har- 
bor," the farm home of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. E. Humphries, former 
Narberth residents.

LEGAL HOLIDAY

deliveries of mail. Mail will be 
despatched as usual, however, and 
the lock boxes will be accessible. 



Penitentiary Chaplain Addresses 
Holy Name Society. 
Rev. Francis Hoey, Catholic 
chaplain of the Eastern Penitenti- 
ary, in an address before St. Mar- 
garet's Holy Name Society, on 
Tuesday evening, declared, as a re- 
sult of his experience and careful 
review of hundreds of prison 
cases, that if the average criminal 
is neurotic it is only because he has 
not had the training to make him 
otherwise, and the speaker ex- 
pressed as his further opinion that 
the remedy for lawlessness must be 
a morality firmly supported by vi- 
rile religious convictions. 

Father Hoey submitted statistics 
covering the last half of 1926, when 
about 250 men of various ages de- 
scribing themselves as Catholics 
were admitted to the institution. Of 
this number, the speaker said, only 
12 indicated that they had received 
the benefit of regular religious in- 
struction in a parochial school. 

It was also stated that it was an 
unusual case when a man who had 
received definite religious training 
was brought back as the result of a 
second conviction. 

Father Hoey also set forth that 
he felt any considerable progress in 
handling the crime question would 
not come unless the problem were 
first stripped of its mawkish fea- 
tures and the fact recognized that 
the chief difference between a pris- 
on population and those on the out- 
side was a difference of governing 
principles, and he stated that there 
was so little evidence of physiologi- 
cal defects among convict groups 
that this phase of the issue was of 
decidedly secondary importance. 
The criminal, the speaker said, de- 
cides to get what he wants when he 
wants it, without reference to the 
rights of others, and unless he is 
made to change his base, to realize 
that the will of God is reflected in 
the law of the land, there is little 
hope, Father Hoey stated, of any 
permanent progress. 

Previous to Father Hoey's ad- 
dress, the regular devotional exer- 
cises of the Holy Name Society, in- 
cluding Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament, were held in the church.

Before accepting the post as 
:hief in Lower Merion, Captain 
Donaghy had been continuously a 
member of the Philadelphia police 
force from April, 1875, until his 
resignation in 190S. Appointed as 
a patrolman by Mayor Stokley, Ik- 
was promoted to a sergeant iv. 
18?!). and became a detei the the 
following year. 

For more than two decades the 
career of Detective Donaghy read like a 
romance in fiction. With his partner, 
"Bob" McKenty, who later became war- 
den of Eastern Penitentiary, Donaghy 
distinguished himself in many baffling 
cases both through his courage and his 
intelligence. 

Figured in Big Cases. 

He came into national prominence 
during the nineties, when he trailed the 
thief and recovered $20,000 stolen from 
the United States Express Company in 
Philadelphia. 

Another case in which Donaghy and 
McKenty distinguished themselves was 
the clearing up of the mystery sur- 
rounding the kidnaping and murder of 
Mabel Goodrich, 18 years ago. They 
worked on the case for many weeks, 
and finally arrested the murderers. 

Detective Donaghy was promoted to 
the office of captain of detectives on 
September 25. 1901, and became chief 
of the Detective Bureau three months 
later. He held that position when he 
resigned on a pension in 1908. 

A resolution lamenting the death of 
Captain Donaghy and praising him 
highly as a police official was passed by 
'he Lower Merion Commission at its 
n-ceting Wednesday night in Ardmore. 
This resolution follows : 

"The Board of Township Commis- 
sioners of Lower Merion township with 
nrofound sorrow record the death on 
February 12. 1927, of Captain James I. 
Donaghy, of the Lower Merion Police 
Department. 

"Captain Donaghy was appointed 
chief of Lower Merion's police force on 
March 23, 1910, after having served the 
city of Philadelphia for a period of 37 
years as a faithful snd courageous offi- 
cer and detective. 'He was in a true 
sense a guardian and protector of the 
lives and property of our citizens, a 
friend to every one, even the hardened 
criminal received fair treatment at his 
hands, and it is a privilege indeed, to 
bear testimony to the sterling qualities 
of his manhood, and our deep affection 
for him as a co-laborer and a friend. 

"Therefore be it resolved that we, the 
Board of Commisioners of Lower Mer- 
ion township, lament the loss of this 
valued police official and desire that this 
expression of our affection for him and 
our regard for his work, be spread upon 
the minutes of this board and a copv 
thereof be sent to his family as a token 
and assurance of our sympathy for them 
in their bereavement."

An Ordinance requiring that permits 
shall be obtained for opening or break- 
ing highways of the Borough of Nar- 
berth, occupying or otherwise obstruc- 
ing highways with material, providing 
penalties for failure to obtain such per- 
mits where required and to comply with 
same; and providing for the repeal of 
certain ordinances inconsistent herewith. 
Council of the Borough of Narberth 
does ordain 

SECTION 1— DEFINITIONS 
The word "highway" whenever used 
in this ordinance shall mean any public 
street, road or bridge and shall Include 
the roadway, gutter, curb, sidewalk and 
the whole legal width of the street, road 
or bridge. 

The word "person" whenever used in 
this ordinance shall mean any individual 
partnership, association or corporation. 
SECTION 2 
That on and after the passage of this 
ordinance It shall be unlawful for any 
person to open or break any highway or 
to occupy any such highway with ma- 
terial for any purpose whatsoever, un- 
less and until a permit to do so shall 
have first been obtained as herein pro- 
vided. 

SECTION 3 
Permits shall be issued by the Street 
Commissioner on forms prepared by the 
Highway Committee and approved by 
Council. No permit shall be issued under 
the provisions of this ordinance for a 
period longer than thirty days. 
SECTION 4 
When found to be necessary the Street 
Commissioner may issue a permit for the 
opening or breaking of highways or the 
depositing of material thereon, but in 
no case shall he issue a permit for the 
depositing of material on a public high- 
way unless it shall have been found im- 
possible to store the same upon abutting 
property within the line of the sidewalk 
there of. 

SECTION 5 
At the time a permit is issued the per- 
son receiving same shall pay to the 
Street Commissioner a fee as herein pro- 
vided, which fee shall be remitted by the 
Street Commissioner in full to the Bor- 
ough Treasurer for the use of the Bor- 
ough, such remittances to be made by 
the Street Commissioner weekly or as 
otherwise required by Council. 

The charge for each permit covering 
the depositing of material on the high- 
way shall be one dollar ($1.00) for each 
day of twenty-four hours (24 hours) for 
the period applied for. The charge for 
each permit covering the opening or 
breaking of the highway shall be a sum 
equal to nine dollars ($9.00) for each 
square yard or fractional part thereof, 
to be opened or broken, but under no 
condition is the charge to be less than 
nine dollai% ($9.00).' 

SECTION 6 
That the granting of a permit for any 
purpose whatsoever under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall constitute an 
agreement on the part of the person 
making the application to comply with 
all terms there of and with all the regu- 
lations and requirements of the High- 
way Committee now in force or hereafter 
adopted and to Indemnify and save 
harmless the Borough from and against 
all claims, demands and action for 
damages either to person or property that 
may be sustained by any person by rea- 
son of or arising out of any work done 
under the application and permit. 
SECTION 7 
That no permit for depositing material 
on the highway shall be Issued except 
upon such terms and conditions as may 
be required by the Highway Committee 
or the Street Commissioner. No such 
permit shall authorize the occupying of 
more than one-third (1-3) of the width 
of the roadway. 

Provision shall be made by the appli- 
cant for such a permit for maintaining 
at all times a clean and unobstructed 
passage along the side walk at least four 
feet (4 ft.) In width and a free passage 
for water in the gutter. 

SECTION 8 
It shall be the duty of the person to 
whom a permit has been issued to pro- 
tect all openings, material and obstruc- 
tions of any kind in a highway by red

Encouraging growth of the 
Lower Merion Police Pension As- 
sociation was evidenced at Mon- 
day's meeting of the directors in 
Ardmore by the annual financial 
statement of Secretary-Treasurer 
Evan L. James. From $600 three 
years ago the assets have risen to 
$37,482.76, which is an increase 
of approximately $10,000 over 
last year's figures. There are 
about 1200 contributing members 
on the roll, and 68 active mem- 
bers, including 63 members of the 
police force in Lower Merion three 
in Narberth and two in Merion.

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STATE LOAN S BOOK 

Library Provides Special Service by 
Appealing to Harrisburg. 

A request came to the Library re- 
cently from a man who has made a 
life long study of cut stones for a 
specialized book on jewels. Unfortu- 
nately this book was not in the 
Library's collection and the one de- 
mand for such an unusual book could 
not be considered ample justification 
for buying it from the limited funds 
available. The Library, however, aims 
to give as complete service as possible 
and hesitates a long while before turn- 
ing away any one unsatisfied. 

According a letter was sent to Mr. 
Robert P. Bliss, chief of the Library 
Extension Division of the State 
Library at Harrisburg asking for the 
privilege of borrowing the book from 
their library if it should happen to be 
available. A prompt reply from Mr. 
Bliss brought the book to the local 
library with the explanation that it 
could be kept for a month with the 
privilege of renewal at the simple ex- 
pense of the necessary postage. 

This incident is recorded here merely 
to let the public know that even if the 
Library does not have some highly 
technical or specialized book, it does 
have the privilege of borrowing such 
a book from the State Library. More- 
over, the Library considers it a pleas- 
ure to have such problems presented 
to it and is never so happy as when it 
is extending its service beyond what it 
has reached before.
